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FAR EASTERN THEATRE OF WAR

Some of the Hardest Fighting in the War 


Far East, Where Russian Troops Have Been Doing 
Good Work in Keeping Turks Engaged 


The Caucasus theatre, while it has 
@een some of the hardest fighting of 
the war, has remained one of the least 
understood. Geographically it has 
seemed remote from all the other 
fones of major operations—more in 
the nature of a little war by itself. The 
average layman when asked to locate 
the region places it rather indefinitely 
“somewhere in Western Asia.” 

The Caucasus for a great many 
years has been Russia’s outpost from 
which gradually she has extended her 
influence over Northern Persia and the 
potentially wealthy area of Hastern 
Asia Minor. The Jofty mountains, on 
the other hand, have been Turkey's 
bulwark against encroaching Musco- 
vites, held with desperation against an 
ever-increasing pressure from the 
north. 

The first effort of the Ottoman 
army when it was projected into the 
war was directed through the Cau- 
casus against Russia, A force based 
on the fortified city of Erzerum sought 
to clear the frontier and capture Kars, 
the metropolis of the Russian coasted 
district. The column penetrated to 


the very outskirts of Kars, and for a| 


few days there were rumors of its 


capture, but the Russians succeeded | 


in the end in not only retaining it but 
driving back the Turks to the frontier 
and beyond. 

All of the first winter of the war 
fighting of the utmost severity occur- 
red in the mountains, where the 
armies surged back and forth in snow 
that at times reached a depth of 20 
feet. At least 200,000 men were en- 
gaged in a series of desperate con- 
flicts that lasted until early in April, 
when the Turks, with the battle a 
stalemate, withdrew a good part of 
their forces to meet the Anglo-French 
demonstration against the Darda- 
nelles, The German and Austrian of- 
fensive, which was organized’ at the 
same time and began May Ist with the 
battle of Donajec, at the same time 
saved the situation for the Turks by 
compelling the Russians to end their 
activities in the Caucasus and concen- 
trate every available man and gun in 
Galicia just at a time when the weak- 
ening of the Turkish front might have 
permitted a decisive victory. The 
conditions of the great war as a whole 
have prevented until recently the re- 
sumption of the campaign with any- 
thing like adequate numbers and 
equipment. 

Simultaneously with the beginning 
of the drive on the Arasa the Rus- 
Bians opened an active campaign on 
the southern shores of Lake Van and 
increased their activity in Persia. 
Perhaps no better illustration of the 
spirit of co-operation that actuates 
the allied war offices can be found 
than this widespread attack on the 
Turks. It will be noted that the re- 
sumption of Russian activity against 
the Porte came just at the time when 
the Anglo-French pressure at the 
Dardanelles was withdrawn. Far 
from having an opportunity for rest 
and recuperation after the struggle 
on Gallipoli the Ottoman army was 
forced almost over night to prepare 
to meet a strong and determined of- 
fensive on its opposite frontier and 
over a front, including three active 
zones, of more than three hundred 
miles. This was Russia's contribu- 
tion to the game of “worrying the 
Turk.” 


What Canada Sends 


Enormous Total of War Expenditures 
For the Present Year 

“The expenditure for war pur- 
poses in Canada will aggregate $600,- 
000,000 within the present calendar 
year,” according to the estimate of 
the March letter of the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce, 

This total exceeds anything 
dreamed of when the work of mak- 
ing ammunition was undertaken in 
this country. The letter adds: “The 
output of ammunition, which at the 
commencement of the present year 
was valued at $30,000,000 per month, 
is steadily increasing as a result of 
greater efficiency. That still heavier 
demands will be made upon our in- 
dustries is foreshadowed by the an- 
nouncement that at the request of 
the government the banks are pre- 
paring to provide a further credit 
of from fifty to seventy-five millions 
for imperial purposes. It is hoped 
that this will result in bringing new 
orders of at least $150,000,000 to this 
country.”

There is no dearth in Canada of gov- 
ernmental agencies actively engaged 
in conserving bird and anima) life. 
While the work is mainly in the hands 


jot the provinces, several branches of 


the feleral government are also ren- 
dering invaluable service. Unfortun- 
ately, popular support of official meas- 
sures, which is the most potent single 
factor in insuring their success, is 
very much lacking. The most ser- 
ious obsiacles and difficulties arise 
from the lack of strong unofficiaT soci- 
eties to carry on independent work. 

The great advance of wild life pro- 
tection in the United States, in recent 
years, is due largely to the efforts of 
such bodies as the American Game 
Protective and Propagation associa- 
tion, the National Association of Aud- 
ubon Societies, the Camp Fire club 
and the American Bison Society, Sim-

tlar organizations exist in Canada, and | 


the excellent work of the Canadian 
Society for the Protection of Birds, 
the Independent Naturalists Associa- 
tion, the Dominion Game Protective 
and Trap-Shooting Association and 
others can not be too highly commend 
ed. But Canadian organizations of 
this character have failed to develop 


{their efforts and to utilize their oppor- 


tunities to the extent which their field 
of usefulness permits and invites. It 
must be recognized that, while the in- 
iative in game law reforms may come 
from public officials, the success of 
practical measures requires 
support, which, in turn, must depend 
upon persistent educational efforts. 
The scope along these lines for inde- 
pendent societies is unlimited, and it 
is to be hoped thar, as the need for 
better protection of wild life becomes 
steadily more apparent, this brancu 
of the work will be successful in en- 
listing the services of an increasing 
number of active workers.

Pernicious Effects of Beer Drinking on 
the Health and Morals 

Dr. Kress, third vice-president of 
the American Medical Society for the 
Study of Alcohol and other narcotics, 
says: “The peer industry in the Unit- 
ed States has practically developed 
during the past sixty years. Previous 
to that very little beer was sold. Whis- 
key, brandy and other spirituous li- 
quors were used. The average con- 
sumption of alcohol was at that time 


ene and one-third gallons per-head an- | 


nually, 

The beer consumption has increased 
by leaps and bounds. The breweries 
now turn out over sixty-five  mifllion 
barrels of beer annually. The annual 
consumption of alcohol per capita in 
the form of beer is over one and one- 
half gailons. This means thar now 
there is more alcohol consumed per 
capita in the form of beer than was 
consumed sixty years ago in the form 
of whiskey, brandy, beer and all other 
alcoholic beverages combined. 

This increase in the use of beer has 
not resulted in a decrease of the 
stronger drinks. We are now consum- 
ing per capita three gallons of alcohol 
instead of one and one-third and that 
in spite of the efforts to stop the whole 
traffic. It is evident then that beer 
has not made for temperance in Amer- 
ica, 

Beer 


is not a “liquid food,” 
“health drink,’ as it is claimed. In- 
deed, pure whiskey with pure water 
added to reduce it to four per cent, al- 
cohol is less injurious than an equal 
quantity of beer which contains four 
per cent. alcohol and other injurious 
substane It is difficult to find a 
heavy beer drinker forty years of age 
with a normal heart, liver or kidneys. 
These vital organs from the excessive 
burden that is put on them, wear out 
prematurely, The beer drinker may 
have an abundance of flesh but it is of 
inferior quality. Surgeons do not care 
to operate on him because the chances 
of recovery are minimized. Should the 
beer drinker be taken down 
pneumonia or some other febrile dis- 
ease that taxes the heart and kidneys, } 
he would haye but three chances out | 
of ten to recover. So much for the} 
physical ills of beer drinking, 

The bad mora! effect produced by 
habitual beer drinking is even more 
marked It produces a moral gross- 
ness and secms to destroy the finer 
and nobler instincts. Dr. A. Forel of 
the University of Zurich says: “One 
needs only to study in Germany the 
‘beer joker,’ beer conversation and 
beer literature among the academic 
youth of Germany; the drinking of 
beer has killed the ideals and ethics 
and has produced an incredible yul- 
garity.”-—H. Arnott, M. By M.C.P.S.

good dirt. That which is planted 


in 
rows, like corn, with the seed dropped 
about six or eight inches apart in 
the rows, and cultivated, seems to 
yield somewhat the heaviest, but drill- 
ing in, as With oats or wheat, also 
yields well. Broadcasting even turns 


off a lot of feed, and it is considerably 
finer of stem than the cultivated. 

Sudan grass is like alfalfa in one 
respect-—it will begin to send out new 
shoots from its stools as soon as the 
seed commences to ripen. The new 
crop of plant shoots out from the first 
joint below where the first crop is cut 
off. We thus see that Sudan’ gr 
should be cut at practically the same 
silage of growth as alfalfa, clover, etc., 
not only because it insures first qual- 
ity roughage, but if the harvesting is 
delayed, the mowing will clip back 
the second crop of grass and reduce 
the yield.

Saskatchewan Co-operative Elevator 
Company Completes Plans 


C. A. Dunning, genera! manager of 
the Saskatchewan Co-Operative Ele- 
vator Company, Regina, has closed a 
deal for a _ waterfront site at 
Port Artaur, Ontario, on which 
the farmers’ society will build a term- 
ina] elevator of 2.500,000 bushels cap- 
acity. Work will be commenced, he 
states, early this summer, and the 
terminal will be completed in time to 
handle the 1917 crop. 

The company has secured the ser 
vices of C. D. Howe, chief engineer 
of the board of grain commissioners, 
who will design the elevator anu 
6upervise its construction. The new 
termina] will be built of reinforced 
concrete. The first unit, which is all 
that will be built at present, will 
have a capacity of 2,500,000 bushels, 
600,000 for the workhouse and 2,000,- 
000 bushels tank storage. It will be 
a rapid handling workhouse, with 
sufficient mechanical capacity to 
allow of increasing the tank storage 
from time to time as required. The 
equipment in every particular will be 
up-to-date, and excellent drying and 
cleaning apparatus will be installed 
The house will have poth C.P.R. and 
C.N.R. connections,

The great volume of wheat grown 
in Western Canada is exported by way 
of the Great Lakes, and at Fort Will- 
\iam and Port Arthur are some of the 
largest elevators in the world, built to 
handle this traffic. Notwithstanding 
these facilities, the Dominion govern- 
|}ment recognized that large’ storage 
elevators at certain points in the 
wheat growing country would be ot 
great benefit to farmers, particularly 
in storing their wheat through the 
winter so that it could be moved out 
the following spring or whenever the 
price was best. For this purpose ele- 
| vators were built at Saskatoon, Moose 
Jaw and Calgary. A short description 
of the services being rendered by the 
Moose Jaw elevator follows, and much 
the same is true of the other elevat- 
ors mentioned; 

The capacity of the Moose Jaw ele- 
vator is 8,600,000 bushels. It has a 
| cleaning capacity of 150,000,000 bush- 
els every twenty-four hours, and a 
drying capacity of 1,000 bushels per 
hour, Nine cars can be unloaded and 
six loaded at the same time. The ele- 
vator has given important service to 
farmers in supplying them with strict- 
ly clean seed grain, as its cleaning 
}machinery is up-to-date in every re- 
spect. Guaranteed standard seed is 
sent out from the Moose Jaw and 
other elevators under the inspection 
of the seeds branch, Ottawa.

Farm- 
ers get government weight and grade, 
and can sell their wheat for cash, if 
they wish to, as soon as it is deliv- 
ered at the elevator. Wheat after de- 
livery may be shipped direct to al- 
most any place that has a wheat iwar- 
ket, as is shown by the fact that dur- 
ing the present season cars have been 
shipped from the Moose Jaw elevator 
to the following points: Fort William, 
Toronto, Cartier for orders, St. John, 
Niagara Falls, Peterboro, Goderich, 
London, Montreal, Minneapolis, Du- 
luth, Superior, Manitowac, Chicago, 
New York, Baltimore, Philadelphia, 
Boston and Portland. 

Grain so shipped has the aijvantage 
of being cleaned, so that on reaching 
destination there can be no further 
dcckage, aad, of course, there is no 
freight on screenings. 

Flax has been shipped out direct to 
oil mills at Baden and Montreal.

Times is to be Deplored 


Though our economies in Canada 
have not as yet touched the quick and 
have been indeed largely unconscious, 
they have already been very large and 
are falling painfully enough on those 
who cater to luxury, and on those to 
whom these pay rent. There are many 
who will suffer through failure of bus} 
ness or employment, yet just as the 
empire has not grudged men by the 
million and as these have all gone of 
their own free will so we who are left 
may make our voluntary sacrifice by 
economy. Indeed, economy during the 
war is a much more efficient sacrifice 
for the carrying on of the war than 
are large voluntary donations for one 
cause or another. If we are as sincere 
and united in our determination to 
win the war at all costs as are the 
Germans, we cannot too soon realize 
the need and advantage of personal 
economics. The rulers of fashion, 
whose power is more autocratic and 
enslaving than that of any monarch 
of the past, are making frantic and not 
unsuccessful _ efforts by violent 
changes of fashion to maintain the 
orgy of extravagance into which the 
world had been plunging before the 
recent financial collapse. Even now, 
when cloth material has become one 
of the important munitions of war, the 
order goes forth that skirts must be 
widened and flounced. Six years ago, 
when the modes came over from Paris 
in the fashion magazines of the tight 
skirt with its hem only a yard around, 
many were scandalized and jeered at 
it. But as usual the notice. bestowed 
upon it only drove it to extremes. 
Apart from the extreme by which 
many ladies could hardly mount the 
street car, it gave a modest and but 
for offensive crosslines, wilfully in- 
vented to discredit it, a very graceful 
garment. Surely our ladies can go on 
making use of this form until the 
needs of the war cease to be impera- 
tive instead of revealing servitude to 
a tradesman’s league by adopting 
Paris and New York creations design- 
ed to be more extravagant of material 
than any dresses worn during the pre- 
sent generation. Do not forget that a 
dollar economized is almost as good as 
a dollar given to the army, for every 
dollar saved goes into the bank and 
can be used to finance our forces,

Fanning Mitt Pay for Itself 


Selling dirty grain from the farm 
is like gelling bad eggs so far as the 
farmer is concerned. To the buyer 
the bad eggs are a dead loss, but the 
grain screenings can be turned into 
money. The screenings, however, are 
treated in the same light as bad eggs 
by the buyer and he reduces the price 
per bushel or per dozen, as the case 
may be to cover his losses. The farm- 
er, therefore, is giving away ‘grain 
which the elevator man turns into 
money. It is estimated that in 1914 
the farmers of Minnesota lost over 
$5,000,000 on their grain which was 
marketed in Duluth alone. There 
was an average of three pounds of 
dirt to every bushel of Wheat. Last 
year for some reason or other there 
was nearly twice as much. This 
same condition exists in our Canad- 
ian west, and figuring at three 
pounds of screenings to every bushel 
of wheat marketed we see the en- 
ormous losses of feed to the farmer 
each year. The elevator men take 
these screenings as their pay for 
cleaning; in 1914 the Duluth men sold 
enough feed to keep 4,400 sheep for 


one year. R 
Scarcity of feed in 1914 was held 
responsible for the sacrificing of 


thousands of hogs, but had the farm- 
ers cleaned their grain they would 
not have had to sacrifice so many 
hogs, and in addition would have had 
the profit on these screeninsg. Farm- 
ers do not realize the importance of 
cleaning their wheat or they would 
not suffer the loss they ‘do in this 
way season after season. 

If a buyer in another town offered 
a cent or two a bushel more than 
your market offered you would haul 
to the other market, But here is 
an opportunity to save money by 
making frequent and unstinted use 
of the fanning mill which is abso- 
lutely necessary on every farm. 
Feed the screenings to your stock, 
or chickens, and do not cheapen your 
load with it. Don't deceive your- 
selves by thinking you get paid for 
it, for the testors the elevator men 
use detect it and you are docked 
for the dirt. After cleaning the grain, 
a vigorous kick against the grain 
market for unsatisfactory prices will 
fit with better grace than if you 
market three or four pounds of dirt 
in every bushel of grain and they. 
dock you for it in the markets. 

Again there is frequently a mix- 
ture of grain which lowers the price. 
There is a record of one farmer who 
sold wheat containing 14 per cent, 
of other grains and he was docked 
eight cents a bushel. Instead of get- 
ting paid for these other grains he 
gave them to the buyer. 


The farmer gets cross checked 
often enough in the market without 


carelessly cross checking himself. 
Make the fanning mill pay for itself.

Some attempt has been made ‘1 
Canada to produce glue from fish 
waste, but hitherto it has usually been 
found that production involves too 
much technical knowledge and too 
many highly paid officers, That fish 
glue, however, can pe manufactured in 
Canada at a profit is clear from the 
success of the Russia glue works at 
Gloucester, These glue works were 
started by two men, very humble men, 
some years ago; they bought fish skins 
and fish heads and have manufactured 
glue and fertilizer and such a success 
has their venture been that the com- 
pany which they organized has be- 
come very prosperous. The works are 
now about ten times the extent they 
were a few years ago and they cannot 
adequately supply the demand for their 
product—a demand created by the ex- 
cellence of the glue. There is quite an 
opening in regard to fish glue pro- 
ducts. Canadian fishermen waste an 
enormous amount of material, which 
would produce fish glue, on the banks 
and in the Gulf of St. Lawrence fish- 
eries, and the amount per annum 
would startle anybody. The fish waste 
is now simply dumped into the sea.— 
Dr. EB. BE. Prince, in “Canada’s Unutil- 
ized Fisheries Resources.”

It is to save them from the great 
est calamity in history that Prince 
Alexander, and the prime minister, M. 
Pachitch, and the foreign minister, 
M. Jovanovitch, have begun a tour 
of allied capitals. They hope to 
secure military action in the Balkans 
that will insure the restoration of 
their native country, 


Prince Alexander graphically de 
scribed the Serbian situation by a 
simple reference to what would be 
the condition in Belgium today had 
not the American relief commission 
undertaken feeding the Belgians, 
“Americans can only form an idea 
of the conditions in Serbia by imag 
ining the situation in Belgium and 
America not undertaken to feed the 
civilian population,” said the prince 
regent. 


“Even this picture is inadequate be 
cause Serbia was not nearly the pro 
ductive, prosperous country that Bek 
gium was before the war.” 

After dwelling in detail on the 
Serbian sufferings from plague, star 
vation and oppression since the first 
Austrian invasion of Serbia, the 
prince concluded the interview with 
this declaration: 


“But despite all the Serbian people 
have suffered, those here with me, to 
to last man, have unshakable con- 
fidence in the ultimate victory for 
liberty and justice, which, without 
fail, serves to aggrandize and em 
noble every people, and especially the 
people of the Serbian race.”

rounds of a man who wants to join 
the ranks of those fighting for civill- 
zation and righteousness but is pre- 
vented by his ignorance of his r 
nationality. 


He is young and strong, and would 
fight for England, but it cannot ba 
and he must remain on board the 
ship in which he arrived in a Brit- 
ish port, until he goes on his was 
derings again. 

All the man knows is that whem 
little more than a child he travelled 
in India with his father, who was 
connected in some way with a circus 
The nationality of his father he never 
knew. While still a child he 
reached Switzerland, and there he 
became to all intents and purposes 
a German-Swiss, adopting the lan 
guage and customs of the people, but 
not their nationality. 

Then he went:to.séa, visiting many 
countries, remaining, for periods 1... 
some until hé* had acquired many 
tongues. English he maintains is his 
mother tongue, but he cannot prove 
it, and the expert alien officers cam 
not ignore the pronounced German 
accent with which he speaks. 

Italy, France and [£ngland-—and 
he would fight for any one of the ak 
lies—will not have him, Sweden has 
no place for a man without national 
ity when the nations of Europe are 
at war, passports he cannot obtain, 
and he lingers wistfully outside, eag- 
er to take a place under the fag 
of any of the allies to assist ‘a 
crushing Germany, the Germany 
which has tainted his speech. 

All the man's papers tell of the 
excellent character he bears, but 
they avail him nothing. His appeals 
are in vain, and in a few days he 
will set sail again, a man without 
a nation, 

“Some day I will be English, and 
I must wait,” he says sadly.

| Invention of Stethoscope 

The first public demonstration of 
theses of the stethoscope was made 
by Dr. Laennec, the inventor, in a 
Paris hospital ninety-seven years ago, 
Auscultation, or diagnosis o! the con- 
| dition of internal organs by the sense 
of hearing, was used by the ancients, 
but it was not until a little over a cen- 
tury ago that physicians realized its 
great importance in incipient affecta- 
tions of the ehest, and tapping the 
chest with fingers, were the original 
methods used, bit Laennec found that 
by rolling a quire of paper into a 
kind of cylindcr, and applying one end 
to the patient's chest and the other 
to hig own ear, much better results 
coule be had thaa by the immediate 
application of the ear. This led to 
his invention of the stethoscope, or 
breast explorer, The whole subject 
of auscultation has*‘béen vasuy elab- 
orated and the stethoscope greatly 
improyed since Laennec’s time, and 
continued investizgation has only serv:
